DOUBLE TAXATION. 

The State Board of Equalization of Taxes has 
now before it the question whether the State 
shall tax the property of corporations once, 
twice, or three times. For purposes of conven- 
ience in the matter of busivess, a great many 
companies have been organized under the laws 
of State. In ‘some cases, these companies 
special privileges, such as the horse-rail- 
way companies ; but the great majority of them 
haye no powers not equally open to ali other 
citizens. The property of all these corpora- 
tions,—that is, the real estate, buildings, furni- 
ture, and all other tangible property,—is, of 
course, taxed just like the property of all other 
citizens. But it is proposed now to tax all 
these corporations, first, on all their real 
and personal property; second, on their 
capital. steck; third, on their franchises, 
which, of course, are théir chartered privileges. 
There are those who claim that there is no dou- 
ble taxation in this. But it even extends be- 
yond, and levies another tax on the shares of the 
stock held by the stockholders personally. The 
Constitution gives the Legislature power to tax 
property, whether belongiug to individuals or 
corporations ; it also gives power to tax persons 
or corporations “ owning or using frauchises and 
privileges in such manner as it shail from time 
to time direct. by general law, uniform as to the 
class upon which it operates.” But the Consti- 
tution did not intend that the Legislature should 
tax the same thing more than once. A corpora- 
tion is an aggregation of the subscriptions of a 
certain number of persons, who unite their capi- 
tal to invest in and carry on a certain business ; 
with their $100,000 cash they purchase real 
estate and buildings, stodks of goods or ma- 
terials, machinery or tools. The certificates of 
stock are written evidences of the interest of 
the respective. persons in the prpperty of the 
company. When, therefore, the States taxes 
the property owned and held by the company, it 
exhausts its power; when, in addition to taxing 
the property, it also taxes the paper evidence of 
such property, it duplicates the tax, which is be- 
yond the power of any Legislature to do. It 
may tax the franchise or privilege, but that is 
when the franchise or privilege is a special one, 
and not one that is open to everybody else. For 
instgnce, if twelve shoemakers, instead of carry- 
ing on business separately, unite and under the 
general law organize 88.8 company to make 
shoes, how much is the privilege to make shoes 


_jointly worth to them in excess of the right each 


of them had to make shoes separately? In that 
case, they gain no franchise or privilege by the 
act of incorporation that they did not have be- 
fore; and to tax them on their property, and 
then on their capital stock, and then on 
their franchise, and possibly, also, individ- 
ually on their respective shares, ia piling tax 
after tax on the same property in a most reck- 
less and illegal manner. A franchise or privi- 
| lege in the meaning of the Constitution to be 
taxable must have some special value. The man 
who has learned a trade can hardly be taxed un- 
der an idea that he has a franchise or privilege 
of setting type, or cutting stone, or making 
clothes.. How can one man be taxed for a privi- 
lege which is equally open to all other persons ? 
How can the Board of Equalization fix the value 
of a privilege which is equally free to any person 
who exercises it ? 

The duty of the Board of Equalization is a 
plain one: that duty is to see that all tangible 
property is taxed “in proportion to the valuo” 
thereof, and, having gathered in all this, try and 
find any intangible property not represented in 
that already taxed. When it has taxed all prop- 
erty once, let it close up its session and adjourn. 
Time spent in an endeavor to tax the same prop- 
erty two or three times over is time wasted, and 
any action looking to that end must of necessity 
defeat itself. 


The representatives of the Grand Italian Union 
in the United States, at gheir fourth annual Con- 
gress held in St. Louis last week, adopted a very 
strong petition to Congress for such legislation 
a8 will stop the traffic in Italian children. The 
petition states that this cruel trade is not of re- 
cent origin, but has progressed for centuries, 
and that it is the desire of the Italian people, 
throughont the entire length and breadth of the 
country, that the extreme rigors of a strong law 
shall be visited upon any of their unworthy 
countrymen who “‘shali be engaged im this 
diabolical occupation.” The action of the Italians 
is timely, and will be indorsed very strongly by all 
classes of the community. The immense increase 
of the strolling juvenile musiciens in this city 
alone, within the last year, shows to what extent 


nearly five and a half millions of bushels of grain 
have been received hero, principally by rail. 
These came, of courge, from the West and South. 
In the same time there has been a vast business 
done in shipping general merchandise to all poin 
in the West and Southwest. In addition to thie 
traffic direct to Chicago, occupying, on an aver- 
ago, 1,400 or 1,500 cars a day, there is a daily ar- 
rival here of 500 cars loaded with through freight, 
from points at the West going to the East, and 
from pvints in the East to points in the West. 
These cars arrive here by the various trunk 
railways doing business ‘here, and have to 
be transferred from one road to the other 
over the roadways which, for the most part, pass 
through the city. This transfer business has 
become so great, and the unavoidable delays of 
transit through the city ate so many, that the 
long-talked-of railroad for this special! business 
of transfer has become an imperative necessity. 
The Chicago Transfer Railroad Company has, 
therefore, been organized, with the following- 
named persons comprising the Directory: Rh. C. 
Meldrum, Benjamin F. Allen, George 8. Bowen, 
T. 8. Dobbins, H. B. Latrobe, and James Walsh. | 
These gentlomen all have a ripe experience in 
railroad matters, and are well known in business 
circles. They are likely to command the confi- 
dence of the entire railroad community. If we 
understand the plan of this Company, it is to 
construct a railway at some point on or near 
Seventy-first street, running thence west seyen 
or eight miles, thence north as far as Montrose. 
This route will intercept every railroad on which 
through freight is now received in Chicago. At 
each point where it intersects: another road, a 
yard will be provided into which all cars loaded 
with through freight will be received by the 
Transfer Company, andthese cars will be by that 
Company immediately taken to the points of in- 
tersection with those roads over which the same 
are to be taken, whether going East or West; 
and there delivered to such road. By this ar- 
rangement, the tracks in the city of the 
various Companies will be relieved of 
the through freight business, and the trans- 
fer of through freight trains can be rendered 
complete in less than twelve hours, when it now 
takes, on an average, three days. It is estimat- 
ed that a car in motion earns $10 a day, and 
nothing while idle; the delays in transfer in 
this city, if they average three days, involve a 
loss to the railroads, in addition to the actuel 
cost of transfer, of nearly $30 a car. By the 
means of this transfer road, this loss will bo 
Wholly obviated. It is not improbable that, 
when this road is constructed and is in full ope- 
ration, ite great convenience in the transfer of 
through freight will lead to other arrangements. 
There is no reason why such a company should 
not act as a clearing-house between all 
the railroads doing business in Chica- 
go and having interchangeable accounts 
for freights and for use of cars. The 
unprecedented volume of business this season 
taxes the facilities of the several roads, in pass- 
ing through the city, to their utmost capacity. 
To have the transfer of through freight taken 
from the tracks in the city, and made outside at 
convenient points, will be a great relief. We 
understand that the Company is already laying 
off their route, and seeking the right of way, 
and, with abundant means at its command, ihe 
road will be pushed to completion rapidly. ) 


DISCOURTEOUS POLITICIANS. 

The Will County Anti-Monopoly Convention, 
which met at Joliet on Monday last, while it did 
many excellent things, was needlessly ungallant 
and discourteous in one thing. It passed some 
very pithy but admirable resolutions, and made 
some strong nominations, and, undoubtedly, if 
the members of the Convention are harmonious 
in their purposes and direct their energies aright, 
the ticket will carry the county this fall. These 
facts should have made the Convention more 
amiable, generous, and gallant than it was in 
its treatment of Mrs. McIntosh, whose name was 
brought before it as a candidate for School Super- 
intendent. No election having taken place on 
the first ballot, Mrs. McIntosh’s fitness for tho 
place was canvassed by several members, upon 
the very absurd ground that the party would bo 
held up to scorn and weakened if it nominated a 
woman. The time has long passed since it was 
a matter of scorn for a lady to offer herself as a 
candidate for-any position she is qualified to fill. 
As far as strength is concerned, we should not 
be surprised if Mrs. McIntosh should prove the 
strongest ‘‘man” on the ticket, and thus help 
elect the. weaker ones. She certainly will, if 
there is any courtesy among the voters 
of Will County, or any realizing sensé 
of the fact that an educated woman, 
all other things being equal, is just as available 
for the Superintendency of county schools as an 
educated man. Upon the second ballot, . Mrs. 
McIntosh was nominated by a clear majonty 
over three other candidates. She was declared 
the nominee, and then the Convention refused 
to make her nomination unknimous,—a custom 
which has beer observed in nominating-conven- 
tions from time immemorial. This was a piece 
of petty spite unworthy of the opponents of Mrs. 
McIntosh, and this spite was vented upon her 
head, apparently, because she was a woman. 
Had the candidate been a man, ‘his 
opponents would have paid him the compliment 
on their own motion, It does not argue well for 
Will County courtesy to refuse to compliment a 
lady. This Convention was composed of Anti- 
Monopolists. Why, then, should it seek to mo- 
nopolize all the offices for men? It was a Re- 
form Convention also. What more desirable or 
necessary reform could there be than to rout out 
the old masculine political hacks, and give at 
least one place to an energetic, educated, live 
woman, who is capable of filling it, and do it in 
® graceful way, without making up wry faces 
over it or grumbling afteritisdone? ~~ , 

We are glad Mrs. McIntosh got the nomina- 
tion; but, aslongas she fairly earncd it, it 
should have been given to her ungrudgingly. 
Should she succeed in the election, it will be- 
comé her to so administer the office as to make 
the malcontents ashamed of their display of diz- 
courtesy. We have no doubt she will do this. 
There is no reason why a woman who has had 
many years’ practical experience in school mat- 
ters, joined to the natural patience and 
carefulness of woman in matters of detail, 
should not be thoroughly qualified to look

“WISCONSIN. LIQUOR LAW, | 
_ The Supreme Court of Wisconsin fled a de- 
cision, on Monday, the 1¢@ inst., in a case in- 
volving the constitutionality of certain recent 
temperance legislation. A few years ago, the 
Legislature of Wisconsin,—like the Legisla- 
tures of a number of other Western States,— 
passed a law requiring liquor-dealers, a8 @ con- 
dition precedent to obtaining a license, to file a 
bond, with sufficient securities running to the 
State, in the penal sum of $2,000, and condi- 
tioned for the payment of all damages which 
might accrue by redson of their obtaining 4 
license, selling or giving away intoxicating 
liquor, or dealing in the samo. The law pro- 
vided, further, that any one who suffered in his 
person, ‘property, or means of support, 
by reason of any persons dealing in 
intoxicating liquor, might recover op tho bond. 
It seems that the Mayor of Milwaukee, acting 
under the advice of the City Attorney, his legal 
adviser, refused to require the bonds, the latter 
officer considering it unconstitutional. The 
temperance party, by one of their members, 
sued out a mandamus to compel the Mayor to 
require the bond, and the validity of the law 
came up for argument before the Supreme Court 
of the State. Counsel for the Mayor claimed 
the law unconstitutional for the reasons that it 
-compelled a man to nold himself responsible for 
the consequences of a lawful act, arguing that 
the kale of liquor by» person duly licensed to 
rotail it was a lawful “Act, and, as such, not pun- 
ishable in itself or in Its consequences. The 
State could not, it was argued farther, first an- 
thorize an act and then punish its consequences ; 
and that before an act could be punished it must 
be prohibited. It waa also urged that the en- 
actment, contrary to the principles of the com- 
mon law, held the liquor-dealer responsible for 
the remote consequences of a lawful act, where- 
as, asa general rule, the remote conseqnences 
of even a wrongful act were not’ punishable: 
Other points were raised by counsel for the 
Mayor, as for instance that the law in qnestion 
gave the drunkard aright to take advantage of 
his own wrong; to recover for a wrong to which 
he himself consented, in which he him- 
self participated; and that it punished the 
liquor-dealer for ah “act which was not 
his act, but the act of another; one 
which he neither dil himself nor intended 
to do, in which, therefore, both intent and act 
were wanting. 
“The Supreme Court of Wisconsin holds the 
law ‘unconstitutional, om the ground that the 
Siate, having the power to prohibit the sale 
altogother, may to the per” 
mission what conditions it sees fit. 


FORGETFUL ROBESON. 

Secretary Robeson has mado some remarkable 
statements in his day, but the niost refreshing 
bit of intelligence he has yet communicated is 
contained in a recent statement of his touching 
the Administration’s intermeddling with the 
present Gubernatorial canvass in Maseachuretts. 
Mr, Robeson says: ‘‘ The National Administra- 
tion is not in the business of either making or 
unma ‘ting the Governors of Massachusetis or of 
any other State. If it should interfero, directly 
or indirectly, for or against any individual, the 
people Would have just cause for complaint. Of 
course, every Federal officer is at perfect liborty 
to exercise his own judgmentin perfegt freedom 
in the discharge of his duties asa citizen and 
a voter. -And these I know to be the 
sentiments of President Grant.” The above is 
important if true, but, unfortunately for Secre- 
tary Robeson’s veracity or memory, or both 
combined, this doctrine, however admirable it 
may bein the abstract, will strike the most 
ordinary observer of the political events of the 
past three years as something entirely new and 
remarkable. There is a very general impression 
abroad in this country that the Administration 
has been doing a wholesale and very profitable 
business in seating and wnseating Govyer- 
nors. It is probable that Secretary Robe- 
son has forgotten that’ last fall the 
Administration filled North Oarolina with 
its speakers, levied assessments on the office- 
holders to meet the expenses, pardoned Ku- 
Klux prisoners upon condition that they should 
work for the Administration's candidate, and, 
by the most persistent use of political chicanery 
and threats of intimidation, succeeded in placing 
Caldwell in. the Governor's chair, Secretary 
Robeson has also probably forgotten the part 
the Administration played in the election of 
Hartranft in Pennsylvania. It -is still stranger 
that he should have forgotten the interfer- 
ence of the Administration in Louisiana 
affairs, how it put its own candi- 
date in: authority, and has kept him 
‘there by force, although he was illegally elected, 
against the wishes of the majority of the people 
of the State. It is needless to refresh Secretary 
Robeson’s memory with regard to other and 
similar cases in which the Administration baa 
been engaged in making and -unmaking Gov- 
ernora, Those we have already cited are 
ficient to show that the Secrgtary of the Navy 
has a very treacherous memory, that 
‘neither his sentiments nor the President’s sqp- 
timents on this matter, although they happen to 
agree, are of any possible account so long as 
they are not put into practice.
